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PURPOSE  OF  STUDY 

The  Lincoln  Park  Traffic  Task  Force  was   formed  from  a  group  of  civic, 
public,  institutional,  and  community  organizations  all   with  a  common   goal    -- 
reducing  weekend  traffic  congestion  in  Lincoln  Park.     Since  ridership  on  CTA 
is  the  most  visible  means  by  which  this   goal   can  be  achieved,   a  park  users 
survey  was   suggested  to  obtain  information  about  the  transportation  needs  and 
habits   of  weekend  park  patrons.     A  questionnaire  was   designed  by  CTA  Market 
Analysis  and  Research  with  input  from  members  of  the  Marketing  Subcommittee, 
which  consists  of   representatives  from  the  Chicago  Area  Transportation  Study 
(CATS),  Chicago  Transit  Authority   (CTA),   Friends   of  Lincoln  Park,   Park  West 
Community  Association,  43rd  Ward  Alderman's  Office,  Chicago  Historical 
Society,   and  the  Lincoln  Park  Advisory  Committee.     Volunteer  interviewers  were 
recruited  by  these  agencies;   and  the  survey  was  fielded   in  both  English  and 
Spanish  on  July  16  and  17,   1988. 

SAM>LING  TECHNIQUES  AND  LOCATIONS 

The  questionnaire  was   administered  by  intercepting  park  patrons  primarily 
at   high-traffic  locations,   although  coverage  of  the  entire  study  area,   bounded 
by  Fullerton,   North  Avenue,   Lake  Michigan,   and  Stockton,  was   attained  at   some 
level.     Response   rates  were  better  at  the  zoo  than  at  the  beach,   but  both 
areas  were  still   wel 1 -represented  in  the  sample.     The  picnic  area  south  of  the 
zoo  and  the  front  door  of  the  Historical   Society  were  also  covered  throughout 
the  study  period. 

ENVIRON^€NTAL  CONDITIONS  ON  SURVEY  DAYS 

On  the  first  survey  day,  S^u/day,  July  16,  the  temperature  was  expected 
to  reach  100  degrees  with  high  levels  of  humidity.  Not  surprisingly,  this 
weather  forecast  did  keep  many  zoo  patrons  at  home  in  air  conditioned  comfort. 
Although  a  steady  flow  of  people  did  come  to  the  park  seeking  cooler  tempera- 
tures near  the  lake,  traffic  congestion  typical  of  a  summer  Saturday  in 
Lincoln  Park  was  not  observed.  A  thunderstorm,  which  blew  into  the  park 
around  2:30  PM,  ended  the  interviewing  for  that  day  earlier  than  the  planned 
4:00  PM  quitting  time. 
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The  following  day,   Sunday,   was   quite  a  different   story.     The  temperature 
dropped  to  the   low  eighties  and  a  pleasant   lake  breeze  made  for  a  perfect  day 
to  go  to  the  park   --  which  people  did  in  droves.     By  lunch  time,  the  Cannon 
Drive  parking  lot  was   full   and  closed.     Policemen  were  busy  ticketing  and 
towing  cars  on  Stockton  by  mid-afternoon.     Cooler  temperatures  also  seemed  to 
make  respondents  more  willing  to  talk,  which  helped  make  up  for  interviews 
lost  on  Saturday  due  to  the  rain  and  heat. 

STATISTICAL  PRECISION  OF  SURVEY  RESULTS 

Due  to  the  generous  efforts  of  Friends   of  Lincoln  Park   volunteers. 
Historical    Society  volunteers,   and  CTA  student  interviewers,   over  1700  surveys 
were  administered   (over  200  of  them  in  Spanish).     This  sample  size  provided 
the  following  precision   rates  at   a  9b%  confidence  interval:

Although  precision  automatically  decreases  on  cross-tabulations  of  certain 
questions  with  smaller  cell   sizes,   the  study  provided  an  adequate  data  base 
with  which  valid  quantitative  analyses  could  be  performed. 

SURVEY  HIGHLIGHTS 

Although  responses  to  each  question  are  provided  in  the  following 
section,  highlights  are  as  follows: 

o     Party  Size  -  over  60%  of  the  respondents  indicated  their  party  size  to 
be  1-2  people,  and  26%  consisted  of  3-4  people. 

o  On  the  survey  days,  length  of  time  spent  in  the  park  was  evenly 
distributed;  however,  most  respondents,  42%,  indicated  their  park 
visit  would  last  from  2-6  hours. 

o    Respondents  were  asked  how  many  weekends  they  planned  to  visit  Lincoln 
Park  between  Memorial  Day  and  Labor  Day  (a  total  of  15  weekends). 
Although  32%  responded  from  3-6  weekends,  a  surprising  2b%  said  every 
weekend. 


o     Eighty-five  percent   of  the   respondents   indicated  that  they  traveled  to 
Lincoln  Park   directly  from  home.     Since  this    reveals  that  most   park 
users  do  not  make  intermediate  stops  en   route  to  the  park,   a  higher 
potential    for  transit  use  by  this   group  seems   to  exist. 

o     Mode  of  transportation  to  the  park  -  CTA  transported  2b%  of  the 

weekend  park  users   vs.   44%  arriving  by  auto  and  21%  who  walked  to  the 
park   (See  Exhibit   1) . 

o    Over  7b%  of  the  park  users   interviewed  were  Chicago   residents   as 

indicated  by  their  ZIP  codes.     Illinois   suburbanites  accounted  for  16% 
and  out-of-towners   represented   about  8%   (See  Exhibits  2,   3). 

o     Of  the  respondents  who  took  CTA  buses  to  the  park,  47%  of  them  arrived 
on  the  151   Sheridan   bus,   13%  on  the  22  Clark,   and   10%  on  the  72   North 
bus.     Respondents  who  traveled  by   "L"   alighted  primarily   at  the 
Ravenswood  Sedgwick   station   (48%)   followed  by  the  Fullerton  station 
(12%). 

o    Of  all    respondents  who  took  CTA  to  the  park,   20%  rated  CTA  weekend 
service  to  Lincoln  Park   "excellent"   and  50%  rated   it   as   "good"    (See 
Exhibit  4). 

o     Respondents   arriving  by  auto  were  asked  where  they  parked.     The 
locations   given  were  divided  into  the  following  zones: 
(See  Exhibit  5)

o    When  non-CTA  riders  were  asked  why  they  did  not  choose  to  take  CTA  to 
Lincoln   Park,   they   responded:      prefer  to  walk/ride  bicycle   (28%),   poor 
access  to  home   (17%),  travel    time  too  long   (15%),   and  comfort   (11%). 

o     The  same  group  of  non-riders  was   asked  what   improvement  CTA  could  make 
that  would  cause  them  to  take  CTA  on  their  next  park  visit.     Only  34% 
responded  that  they  would  never  take  CTA  regardless  of  improvements 
made  (43%  of  this   group  walked  to  the  park  and  46%  came  in   autos). 
The  remaining  two-thirds   are  potential    riders  who  primarily  desire 
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more  convenient  routes  to  the  park  (14%),  quicker  travel  time  (il%), 
more  comfortable  vehicles  (10%),  and  more  information  about  routes 

(9%). 

o  Respondents  arriving  via  CTA  chose  to  do  so  because:  no  car  was 

available  (40%),  CTA  was  convenient  to  their  home  (25%),  and  to  avoid 
parking  problems  (13%). 

o  Slightly  over  20%  of  the  respondents  had  no  vehicle  available  to  the 
household  and  61%  had  only  1  vehicle. 

o  The  Lincoln  Park  survey  had  the  highest  representation  of  Hispanics  of 
any  CTA  survey  conducted  to  date.  A  concerted  effort  was  made  to  use 
Spanish-speaking  interviewers,  which  resulted  in  an  18%  response  rate 
among  park  users  considering  themselves  to  be  Hispanic.  Out  of  all 
returned  surveys,  12%  were  Spanish  language  questionnaires. 

o    All  respondents  (CTA  riders  and  non-CTA  riders)  were  asked  about  how 
many  times  per  week  they  typically  ride  a  CTA  bus  or  train.  Over  25% 
indicated  more  than  10  times  per  week,  34%  said  never. 

CONCLUSIONS 

Since  a  clear  majority  (75%)  of  park  patrons  were  Chicago  residents, 
actions  to  increase  CTA  ridership  to  Lincoln  Park  should  primarily  focus  on 
city  residents. 

High  transit  usage  levels  were  revealed  by  residents  living  north  of 
Lincoln  Park  along  the  lake  (45%  of  respondents  from  this  region  arrived  on 
CTA).  Therefore,  it  appears  that  current  lakefront  bus  routes  are  adequate 
and  acceptable  modes  of  transit  to  the  park  for  those  residents. 

Although  fewer  patrons  traveled  from  southern  sections  of  the  city  to  the 
park,  a  high  percentage  of  these  persons  (39%)  also  used  CTA  lakefront  routes 
to  get  from  downtown  to  the  park. 

Residents  from  north  and  west  of  the  park  account  for  a  high  number  of 
park  patrons  (16%)  and  also  the  highest  ratio  of  auto  drivers  to  Lincoln  Park 
(5y%).  Service  changes  that  could  provide  convenient  access  to  the  park  from 


the  northwest   could  have  the  greatest   impact   on   reducing  traffic  congestion   in 
the  park  area.     Some  ideas  that  might   achieve  this   goal    are   as  follows: 

o     Park-and-Ride  facilities   located  west  of  the  park   (similar  to  the 

Wrigley  Field  operation)   --  Shuttle  buses  would  transport  park   patrons 
from  a   remote  parking   lot  to  the  park  entrance.     Since  the  greatest 
number  of   respondents  were  from  north   sections   of  the  city,   it   appears 
that   park-and-ride   facilities  downtown  are  not   appropriate.     Park 
patrons   do  not   appear  to  be  willing  to  travel    south  of  the  park  and 
then   ride  north  again  on   a  bus. 

o    Sunday  Ravenswood  service  south  of  Belmont   --   The  Sedgwick   station 
showed  a  higher  percentage  of   ridership  even  though   it  was  only  open 
on  the  Saturday  survey  day.     By  keeping  this   rail    line  open   south  of 
Belmont  on  Sundays,   residents   from  the  north  and  northwest  can   alight 
at  Armitage  or  Sedgwick. 

o     In  conjunction  with  the  above  service  change,   the  Armitage  bus   could 
be   re-routed  to  transport  those  who  alight  the  Ravenswood   line  at 
Armitage,   and  the  Chicago  Northwestern  commuter  rail    riders   alighting 
at  Clybourn  Station  to  the  Clark,  Wisconsin,   and  Armitage  area,  which 
is   a  short  walk  from  the  zoo  entrance. 

o     Resume  service  on  the  Fullerton  bus   east   of  the  Fullerton   "L"   station 
—   routing  not  yet  proposed  but  would  most   likely  avoid  Fullerton 
Avenue  due  to  congestion  and  utilize  Lincoln  Avenue  instead. 

These  ideas   and  others  would  be   reviewed   by  CTA  Service  Planning  and   the 
Traffic  Task  Force  to  determine  the  best  mix  of  service  changes  for  attracting 
riders   from  the  northwest   region  of  the  city,   the  operational    feasibility  of 
the  proposals,   and  potential    funding  sources. 

Other  markets,   although  smaller,   also  offer  potential    for  increased 
transit  usage  to  Lincoln  Park.     Visitors  to  the  park   from  out-of-town 
accounted   for  8%  of  park   patrons.     The  most   common   reason  these   respondents 
did  not  take  CTA  to  the  park  was   lack   of  knowledge  of  the  system.     Brochures 
explaining  how  to  take  CTA  to  the  park,   such  as  the  ones   printed   last  year, 
could  be  placed   in   hotels   in  the  near-north  and  downtown  areas.     Transit 
service  to  the  park  from  this   area   is   already  frequent   and  convenient. 

These  survey  results  may  also  be  used  to  study  other  sub-markets   such  as 
beach-goers   vs.   zoo  visitors,   or  museum  visitors,  etc.     Cross-tabulations  of 
responses  from  these  and  various  other  groups  are  included  in  the  Data  section 
of  this   report.
